The other party was not prepared; yet they conteſted: bn 
together from eight in the morning to ſix at might, All 
that night our party ſolicited as hard as they cbuld, To- 
 morrow-ſome thouſands of the citizens, but in a ver] 
peaceable way, went down to Weſtminſter-hall to connte- 
nance their petition. It was voiced, Whether the petition 
thould be committed, or Not? but, by thirty ſix to thir- 
ty- ſeven voices, our party carried it, that W 
Feerre 
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ferred to the committee of religion; to which were ſome 
four or fix added, young Sir Harry Vane, Mr Fynes, and 
ſome more of our firm friends. This committee was, ap- 
pointed to conſider all the remonſtrance, all that was in 
the London petition, or in any other. petition from the 
country, and of all to make their report, without deter- 
mining any thing; alſo they were diſcharged to meddle as 
yet with the queſtion of removing the office. Before this 
committee, every other day, ſome eight or ten of the re- 
monſtrants appear. D. Burgeſs commonly is their. mouth. 
We ſuſpected him as too much Epiſcopal, and wiſhed he 
had not been of the number; but he has ſuch a hand a- 
mong the miniftry, and others, that it was not thought 
meet to diſcard him: yet he has carried himſelf ſo brave- 
ly, that we repent of our ſuſpicions. The paſſages of the 
remonſtrance that yet has been called for, he has cleared 
to the full contentment of all the committee, except Mr 
Selden, the avowed proctor for the biſhops. How this 
matter will go, the Lord knows; all are for the erecting of 
a kind of preſbytery, and for bringing down the biſhops 
in all things, ſpiritual and temporal, ſo low as can be with 
any ſubſiſtence but their utter abolition, which is the only 
aim of the moſt godly, is the knot of the queſtion ; we 
muſt have it cut by the axe of prayer. God, we truſt, 
will do it. The treatiſe I ſent you, of the unlawfulneſs of 
a limited Epiſcopacy, is anſwered. They have ſet me on 
a reply, which I have now ended; readily you may ſee it 
in print, at once, with a new edition of the Canterburian, 
much augmented. Think not that any of us live here to 
be idle. Mr Henderſon has ready now a ſhort treatiſe, 
much called for, of our church-diſcipline. Mr Gilleſpie 
has the grounds of Preſbyterian government well aſſerted; 
Mr Blair, a pertinent anſwer to Biſhop Hall's remon- 
ſtrance. All theſe are ready for the preſs. Dr Twiſſe, 
to our great comfort, is here turned a remonſtrant. The 
convocation- men meet every Wedneſday, and read their 
Latin litany, and ſo depart till the next week. They have 
yet got no commiſſion from the King to. meddle with any 
thing. Their motion to petition the parliament, that fit- 
tcen of them might be heard, to debate matters with fif- 
teen of the remonſtrant miniſters, is evaniſhed ; as alſo the 
petition for upholding of the biſhops is ſtruck in the liſt 3

A complaint is made of it to 
the King The Marquis, on his knee, did ſupplicate the 
King for Ker; to whoie father he profeſſed his manifold 
obligations. He excuſed Crawford, as if he could do no 
leſs than deliver his comrade's meſſage ; but withal the 
wiſe man made uſe of the injury, and humbly required 
his Majeſty's and the parliament's declaration of - their 
judgements in the matter itſelf. By this means he obtains, 
by way of act of parliament, both from the King and ſtate 
unanimouſly, a declaration of his moſt loyal and faithful 
ſervice to that day; and my Lord is commanded to crave 
him pardon in theſe words, preſcribed, and regiſtered in 
the records of parliament for Ker's perpetual infamy. 
Sundry wiſe men even then began to ſmell ſome work 


thing; for at once there broke out a noiſe of the moſt 
wicked and horrible plots that has been heard of, that put 


us all for ſome days in a mighty fear. It was noiied every 
where, that upon Captain Walter Stewart's relation, that

was a boat attending ſor their convoy to one of the Kings 
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ſhips, which for ſome weeks had been in the road, for no 
olner purpoſe that was known, but that that thould have 
been the priſon out of the which they were to be brought 
before the parliament to anſwer challenges of the higheſt 
treaſon 3 but in their arreſting, if they thould have made 
any reſiſtance, Crawford and his ſoldiers were ready to 
have ttabbed them. Cochran was ſaid to have given aſ- 
ſurance for bringing his regiment. from Muſſelburgh to 
command the cauſey of Edinburgh ; and that night, with 
the aſſiſtance of many friends in the town, to have made 
faſt, or killed, if need had been, ſo many of the parlia- 
ment-men as were ſuſpected might have been heady for 
the priſoaers relief. Ways were made to deliver the caſtle 
to MHontroſe and his fellow-priſoners. The Kers, Humes, 
Johuitons, and the moſt of the borders, were ſaid to have 
been in readineſs, and under warning, to march towards 
Edinburgh 3 the. ſoldiers of Berwick alſo, who yet were 
not diſbanded. Theſe horrible deſigns breaking out, all 
the city was in a flought. Hamilton, Argyle, Lanerk, 
took a ſhort good- night with the King, and fled to Kin- 
niel. The citizens kept a ſtrong guard that night. Many 
of the well- affected noblemen cauſed watch their houſes. 
To-morrow the King came up in a coach to the parlia- 
ment, and near 500 ſoldiers, and the worſt affected men 
about him, with their arms in a menacing way. They 
broke in near hand to the parliament's outer hall. The ſtates 
were mightily. offended, and would not be pacified till 
Leſly had got a commiflion, very abſolute, to guard the 
parliament, with all the bands of the city, and regiments 
jet on foot, and ſome troops of horſe, which, according 
to his printed warrant, he did quickly and diligently. 
Crawford, Cochran, and others, were made faſt. Great 
ado there was for their trial. The King complained much 
of the vile ſlander which Hamilton's necdleſs flight and 
fear had brought upon him. He profeſſed to deteſt all 


ſuch baſe treacherics as were ſpoken of; urged a preſent 


trial, in face of parliament, for the more clearing of 
his innocency. Yet this way was rejected as very unmeet; 
but a committee was appointed for a more accurate trial in 
private than could have been in publick. Many evil-fa- 
voured things were found; yet in the papers that went a- 


broad we found nothing that touched the King, neither 


much which did reflect on the Duke, Almond, or Wil- 


lam Murray. The parliament in England fell in great 
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fears at the ſame time of ſome miſchievous plets for the 


lives of their prime men: but ſo ſoon as our mtories came 


to their ears, they ſet the trained bands about the doors to 
be their guard, and ſent down inſtructions to their com- 
miſſioners to make known their deep reſenting of our af.

fence at the Duke of Lennox and William Murray, who 
were thought at that time to guide all the court much at 
their pleaſure. In the mean time, Hamilton, Argyle, 
and his nephew, Gordon, lay quietly at Hamilton; with- 
out any convocation of friends. The King vented much 
malecontentment againſt Hamilton; and if the late decla- 


ration had not ſecured him, was near to have dintended a 


citation of him to anſwer for points of treaſon: yet for 


his clearing, this paper was ſent among the hands of the 


ſtates; and after ſome two or three weeks abſrnte, upon 
the King and parliament's letters, they all returned, and 


at once ſeemed to have as great confidence in thb King as 


ever. Sure their late danger was the mean to inereaſe 
their favour with the parliament ; ſo whatever ruling they 
had before, it was then multiplied. The Marquis did not 
much meddle; but the leading men of the Barons and 
Burghs did daily conſult with Argyle. He had been very 
for ward for accommodating the buſineſs both-of the in- 
cendiaries and plotters with Montroſe, and theſe who 
were cited to the parliament. He had, the day he fled, 


brought all things very near to that point the King deſi- 


red. At his return, he began where he left. The great 
knot was, the oath which he had invented, obliged the par- 
liament, in direct terms, to an accurate trial of all incen- 
diaries and plotters.

tors uſed many diſtinctions. About it Mr Henderſon and 


Mr Blair had been in contrair terms, in our meeting, who 
were commiſtioners for the church. Mr Henderſon ſpake 
for the paſſing of the trial; I contradicted him at fome 
length. Mr Archibald Johnſton was very infirm, 
dangerouſly fick for the time; yet I moved him to draw 
up that paper, as he did many moe; for all that we were 
troubled with the queſtion. Sundry of the paritament 
would have the envy of refuſing the King's demand to . 
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on the church; but by an overture caſt in by our good 
friend Mr George Young, we got the thorn put in the 
richt foot; for they had ſtated, by good Southeſk's ad- 
vice, a very captious queſtion to us, Whether, in con- 
ſcience, the trial of the 'incendiaries or plotters might by 
the parliament be difpenſed with, if ſo they conceived the 
paſſing of that trial was the mean of the country's peace, 
xc. We required, before we could give an anſwer, our 
interrogators declaration, Whether they in conſcience 
thought, that the paſſing of that trial was a ſure mean of 
peace, without which it could not be had? Upon this, 
without farther troubling us; the ſtates reſolved, as w& 
have it in the printed act, for taking the trial, for their 
oath's ſake, but remitting the ſentence to the King. A 
little before the King was like to be very peremptor; for 
he menaced to raiſe or leave the parliament in confuſion, 
if they would not yield to his demand of a publick trial of 
that plot was alledged againſt Hamilton and the reſt: but 
herein he had a hard enough rencounter; for a very 
ſtrange declaration was drawn up, and had paſſed the com- 
mittees of Barons and Burrows, which ſo moved his Ma- 
jeſty and his cabin- council, that, without farther delay, 
they yielded to the trial of a private committee, whereat 
the King ſhould not be preſent, and all the members 
ſhould be ſworn ſecrecy till the trial were ended. 

All this while the common affairs were interrupted, as 
you may mark in the dates of the acts of parliament. We 
had obtained ſome trifling acts for the church; but that 
which we moſt intended very hardly could be obtained, 
our commiſſion for ſettling the churches and ſchools, We 
had here few or no real friends. The Advocate, with 
his idle curioſity, put us to infinite difficulties. When we 
had got him ſomewhat ſatisfied, then ſundry of all the e- 
ſtates carped for their own intereſt at every other clauſe of 
it. All that we could obtain was that form you ſee in 
print, and ſuch men on it as we have but ſmall confidence 
in, as ſince it has proven; for when we expected, that 
church- buſineſs ſhould have been taken in the firſt place, 
upon pretence of the publick affairs, all that concerned us 
was referred to June's ſlow ſeſſion; yea, the churches of 
the weſt will not come in theſe two years yet to come. This 
took for a great overſight in ſome from whom I ex- 
pected, in wiſdom towards their own ſtanding, more fa- 
our towards the church.

43. To Scotland. February 18. 1644. 


SINCE my laſt, January 1ſt, affairs here had this pro= 


preſs, ſo far as I underſtand. The aflembly having paſt, 


albeit with long debate, yet with reaſonable' good accord 
in the end, ſundry concluſions, according to our mind; 
anent all the officers of the church ſeverally; before they 
entered on their duties; as conjoincd in ſeſſions, preſbyte- 
rics, and ſynods, for ordination and juriſdiction, they 
thought meet to conſider ſome things further in the of- 
ficers, both extraordinary and ordinary, ſome moe cha- 
racters of the apoſtles, their power to ordain officers in 
all congregations, their power to ſend out evangeliſts to 


_ ordain any where, their power to decide all queſtions 


either of doctrine or fact by word or writ. After 
much debate ariſing from mere jealouſies, that theſe 
things were brought in for prejudice and far ends, at 
laſt there was agreeance, while the 14th of Acts, 23d 


verſe, was brought for a proof of the apoſtles power of 


ordination, and was going to be voiced. Very learned and 
acute Mr - Gilleſpie, a ſingular ornament of our church, 


than whom not one in the whole afſembly ſpeaks to bet- 
ter purpoſe, and with better acceptance by all the hearers, 
adver rn that che word an 1 purpoſe by 
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the Epiſcopal tranſlators turned ordaining, was truly rh 


ſing, importing the people's ſuffrages in electing their off 


cers. Hence aroſe a tough debate, that took up two 
whole ſeſſions. Mr Henderſon's overture ended the plea 
for granting, that in the latter part of the verſe, the a- 


poſtles praying and faſting might import their impoſition 


of hands, and ordaining, he adviſed to put the proof on 
the whole verfe, and not on any part, with an expreſs de- 
claration of the aſſembly's ſenſe, and intention, not to pre- 
judge any argument which in due time might be alledged 
out of this place, either for popular election or againſt it. 
In the debating of a propoſition, anent the paſtor's power 
to judge who was meet to be admitted to the table, and 
who to be excluded, and who to be excommunicated, 
there were ſundry weighty queſtions ftated, eſpecially that 
of excommunication, by Mr Selden; avowing, with E- 
raſtus, that there was no fuch cenſure in ſcripture, and 
what it was, was merely civil: alſo that of ſuſpenſion from 
the ſacrament, the Independents denying the lawfulneſs of 
all ſuch cenſures; theſe were remitted to their own place. 
And at laſt the committee gave ir their propoſitions a- 
nent ordination : iſt, That it was a ſolemn deſignation of 
perſons for church-officers z the next, That it was al- 
ways to be continued in the church; the 3d, who were 
to ordain; the 4th, who to be ordained ; the 5th, 
what rites and actions to be uſed in ordination. «Upon 
the firſt two, and their ſcripture- probations, after two, or 
three, or four ſeſſions debates, there was a reaſonable 
good accord; but in our laſt three will be our great con- 


troverſy. The good God grant us to agree to the truth 


in them. To day the debate will begin. The Indepen- 
dents, holding off with long weapons, and debating all 
things too prolixly which come within twenty miles of 
their quarters, were taken up ſundry times, ſomewhat 


ſharply, both by divines and parliament- men; to whom 


their replies ever were quick and high, at will. At laſt, 
foreſeeing that they behoved, ere long, to come to the 
point, they put out in print, on a ſudden, an apologeti- 
cal narration of their way, which long had lien ready be- 
ſide them, wherein they petition the parliament, in a moſt 
ſly and cunning way, for a toleration, and withal lend 
too bold wipes to all the Reformed churches, as imperfect 
yet in their reformation, while their new model be em- 


braced, which they ſet out ſo well as they are able. This 
| piece 
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piece abruptly they preſented to the afſembly, giving to 
every member a copy: alſo they gave books: to ſome of 
either Houſe. That ſame day they invited us, and ſome 


principal men of the aſſembly, to a very great feaſt, when 


we had not read their book, ſo no word of that matter 
was betwixt us; but fo ſoon as we looked on it, we were 
mightily diſpleaſed therewith, and ſo were the moſt of the aſ- 
ſembly, and we found a neceffity to anſwer it, for the vin» 


dication of our church from their aſperſions. What both 


we and others ſhall reply, ye will hear ere long in print. 


The thing in itſelf coming out at this time, was very apt 


to have kindled a fire, and it ſeems both the devil and 
ſome men intended it, to contribute to the very wicked 
plot, at that fame inſtant a- working, but ſhortly after diſ- 


covered almoſt miraculouſly. Yet God, who overpowers 


| both devils and men, I hope ſhall turn that engine upon 
the face of its crafty contrivers, and make it advantageous 
for our cauſe. 'The other day, his Excellence, my Lord 


Eſſex, came to the aſſembly, with the warrant of both 


Houſes to fit as a member; where, after he had given 
his oath, as the form is, to propone or conſent to no- 
thing but what he was perſuaded was according to the 
word of God, he was welcomed by a harangue from the 
prolocutor. We had ſo contrived it with my Lord 
Wharton, that the Lords that day did petition the aſſem- 
bly, they might have one of the divines to attend their 


Houſe for a week, as it came about, to pray to God with 


them. Some days thereafter the Lower Houſe petitioned 
for the ſame. Both their defires were gladly granted ; for 
by this means the relicks of the ſervice-book, which till 
then was every day uſed in both Houſes, are at laſt baniſh- 
ed, Pauls and Weſtminſter are purged of their images, 
organs, and all which gave offence. My Lord Manche- 
iter made two fair bonfires of ſuch trinkets at Cambridge. 
We had two or three committees for ſettling orders to 
have our covenant received univerſally in all the country, 
allo for ſending it, with a large narration of our condition 
in Latin, to the churches abroad; all which will come a- 
broad in print. Being wearied with the length of their 
proceedings, and forefeeing an appearance of a breach 
with the Independents, we uſed all the means we could, 
while the - weather was: fair, to put them to the ſpurs. 
After privy conference with the ſpecial men, we moved, 
in publick, to have an anfwer to our paper, anent _— of- 
5 | cers 


. we hear of the cutting off by the Iriſh in Wales the Lan- 


wall; where Burton was, to be moſt cloſely, kept . They 
ſpeak of, Lanerk's commitment, and ſending to, Warceſter- 
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ficers of the church, and aſſemblies thereof, that ye 
might give account to our church of our diligence. We 
were referred, as we had contrived it, to the grand com. 
mittee, to give in to it what further papers we thought 
meet, which the aſſembly ſhould take to their conſidera- 
tion. They were very earneſt to have us preſent at their 
committees, where all their propoſitions, which the af. 
ſembly debated, were framed. This we ſhifted, as too 
burdenſome, and unfitting our place; but we thought it 
better to give in our papers to the great committee a 

Pointed to treat with us : ſo we are preparing for them the 
grounds of our aſſemblies and preſbyteries. Alſo we 
wrote a common letter to the commiſſion of our church, 


. deliring a letter from them to us for putting us to more 
ſpeed, in ſuch terms as we might ſhow it to the aſſembly. 
Likewiſe we preſſed the ſub-committee to go on in the di- 


rectory. At that meeting Mr Goodwin brought Mr Nye 
with him; which we thought an impudent intruſion ; but 


took no notice of it. After that all we had done had | 


been ranverſed, we had ſo contrived it, that it was laid, 
by all, upon us to preſent, at the next meeting, the mats 
ter of all the prayers of the Sabbath-day. This, with 
much labour, we drew up, and gave in at the third meet- 
ing; whercupon as yet they are conſidering. . By this, 


ye may perceive, that though our progreſs be ſmall, yet 


our endeavours are to the uttermoſt of our ſtrength; 
Theſe things muſt be more advanced by your prayers, than 


by our pains ; elſe they will ſtick, and lets will be inſus | 


perable. | | „

The 
plottings are inceſſant. They thought to have given us a 


new year's gift, which God, in his great goodneſs, at the

But what I heard from the principal diſcoverers themſelves 


was this: Sir Baſil Brook, one of the chief heads of the 


Popiſh faction, who was treaſurer of the Popiſh contribu- 
tion to the King for levying of the firſt arms againſt Scot- 


land, a prime ſtickler in the Iriſh rebellion, in priſon here 
this half-year for debt, renews, with ſundry other, the 
deſign of dividing the Englith from us, notwithſtanding of 
our covenant ; of dividing the city from the parliament z 
the city in itſelf, the parliament in itſelf. He drew to him 
Colonel Read, nephew to Colonel Bruce, a moſt ſubtle 
and active knave, a main contriver of the Iriſh rebellion, 


a head of a convent of prieſts in this city, fully truſted with 
all the Jeſuirs plots theſe many years, but lately taken pri- 


ſoner; alſo one Reyley, general ſcout- maſter, a man above 
all ſuſpicion, eſteemed ſingularly religious, of ſo great a 
reputation, that he was a prime leader of the city- council; 
alſo one Violett, a ſubtle goldſmith, who, for known ma- 
lignancy, was in priſon. Reyley, by his means, gets both 
Read and Violett exchanged with other Priſoners, and ſent 
to Oxford; with the copy of ſuch letters and propoſitions 
to be ſent from the King to the Mayor and common coun- 
cil, as Brook and his fellows had deviſed. The King, 
Queen, Digby, and Ducheſs of Buckingham, were ac- 
quainted with all. The King ſigned the letters; Digby 
wrote with them his own to Brook ; Read ſent his inſtruc- 
tions to Reyley. Sundry in the common council and city 
were to be dealt with, that ſo ſoon as the King's letter 
mould be delivered to the Mayor, he ſhould be neceſſitate 


to convene the council, or elſe a tumult to be made for 


his refuſe. The letters were ſo full of good words, that 
they were perſuaded would move the molt part to petition 
the parliament to treat; whereupon they concluded, the 
parliament would either conclude, and take fair conditions, 
without the Scots; or, if they refuſed, a party in both 
Houſes would quarrel with the city, and ſo either carry all 
the King, or putallin a confution, In the mean time, 

| Hopeton, 
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Hopeton, with all the King's forces, ſhould overwh Im 
Waller, and with Kentiſh friends draw near the city." The 
General, not to ſuſpect willingneſs, ſhould be unable to do 
any good, not having above 3000 or 4000 malecontent 
ſoldiers, and theſe thirty miles off, at Newport. Mau- 
cheſter's aſſociate counties being alſo far off, and ſo were 
to be well adviſed not to move a foot on any occaſton out 
of their own bounds. There was much ſpeech alſo of the 
Independents treating at Oxford at the ſame time. I know 
they have offers from the court of all they require. While. 


as this is hatched, and on the point of breaking out in ex- 


ecution, ſome ſavour of it coming to the noſe of ydung 
Sir Henry Vane, he calls the Solicitor and my Lord 
Wharton to meet in Goldſmith's hall on Thurfday at eight 
o'clock at night; ſends in a friendly way for Reyley, no 
ways ſuſpecting him; yet finding him confuſed in his an- 
ſwers, and more reſerved than they expected, after long 
conference to little purpoſe, the Solicitor, walking up and 
down the room penſive and muſing, kicks with his'foot à bit 
of paper on the floor, as a foul clout. In his turnt, he 
kicks it now and then till it came to the fide of the fire on 
the hearth; and when it was ready to burn, the fweet 


man, Mr Pryn's ſucceſſor, began to think poſſibly there 


was ſomewhat in that paper might do good: taking it up; 
he finds it, reads the letter, which had fallen from Reyley. 
Upon this they made Reyley void his pockets of all; where- 
in they found ſo much as led them to Sir Baſil Brook and 
Violett; who were preſently ſent for, and afterwards. their 
papers alſo; whereupon all that night was ſpent; and be- 
fore the autographs of the King's letters, of -Digby's, of 


Read's, and other letters, were found, all was made plain. 


On Saturday an account of all was made to the Houſes; 
and at night, firſt my Lord Wharton, and thereafter Sir 
Henry Vane and the Solicitor, made to us à full account 


of all. On Monday in Guildhall, Northumberland, Eſ- 
ſex, Warwick, Kent, Rutland, Mancheſter, from the 


Lords, and fourteen from the Commons, made, by Sir 


Henry Vane and the Solicitor, a large demonſtration ef 
all to a huge number of citizens, to their manifold excla- 
mations, and cries ſor juſtice. The ſheriffs, and many al- 
dermen, in their chains and gowns, did us the honour to 
come to our houſe, and make us an account of the mat- 
ter, and to invite us againſt Thurſday to a great feaſt, with 
the whole members of beth Houſes, at 'Taylor's hall; alſo 
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to hear a ſermon of thankſgiving from Marſhall that 
morning. This accident, invented for divifion, has made 
a firmer union of the whole party than ever. Great long- 
ing is for news of the Scots. We have got no letters ſince 
the 12th of December; ſo great a care have you of our 
information. It is reported here, that on Wedneſday laſt 
the Scots army entered Newcaſtle without blood. If that 


be, it is a great mercy of God, and of huge conſequence; 


but now of a long time we have been beaten with ſo many 
divers reports, that we believe nothing, and marvel, that 
for ſo long a time we have no certainty at all either of the 
condition of that army or of our nation. 'Thurſday's ce- 
remony was performed very ſolemnly, After Marſhalls 
ſermon, now in print, the proceſſion went a very long 
way, from Chriſt's church to Taylors hall. The trained 
bands in arms on each fide of the whole ſtreets; the Com- 
mon Council in their gowns marching; firſt the Mayor 
and Aldermen in their ſcarlet gowns on horſeback; after 
them the General, Admiral, and the reſt of the Lords, 
and officers of the armies, on foot; next to them the 
Houſe of Commons, with their Speaker, and his mace 
before him; after the aſſembly of divines. It was ap- 


pointed, that we ſhould go betwixt the aſſembly and the 


Houſe of Commons; but my Lord Maitland being drawn 
away with the Lords, and we not loving to take place be- 
fore all the divines of England, ſtole away to our coach 
and when there was no way for coaches, for throng of 
people, we went on foot, with great difficulty, through 
huge crowdings of people. While all paſſed through Cheap- 


fide, there was a great bonfire kindled, where the rich 


croſs wont to ſtand, of many fine pictures of Chriſt and. 
the ſaints, of relicks, beads, and ſuch trinkets. The feaſt 
vas great, valued at L. 4000 Sterling; yet had no deſert, 
nor muſick, but drums and trumpets.

Lords to charge Sir Henry Vane younger, and the Soli- 


citor, with high treaſon, for holding intelligence with Ox- 
ford. Here all was like to go to all. Friends were. ſent 
from the Lords to both the gentlemen, offering, fair quar- 
ters to them, if they would accommodate Holland; but 
this would not do it. 'They avowed, that they had no 


perſonal grudge at Holland ; that they were glad he ſhould | 


ve in peace; but, for the preparative, . deſired he, might 
abſtain from the Houſe in ſo ſuſpect a time; withal de- 
clared, they required no favour, if themſelves, wers guil- 
ty in the leaſt meaſure.

the Independents, © Some letters went to and fro to this 


purpoſe, which Sir Harry ever ſhewed to the forenamed 


erſons. The General, Ind his party, finding ſome foot- 
Reps of this intelligence, but not knowing the convoy of 
it, thought they had cireumfcribed the men who ſtood 
moſt in their ways for a year ago. It was Sir Harry and 
the Solicitor's own' inventions, from their love to the pu- 
blick, to draw an ordinance, that it ſhould be treafon 20. 
any to hold intelligence with Oxford, except both Houſes, 
or their Speakers, or my Lord General, were acquainted 
vith it. With this intelligence, neither the higher houſe, 
nor the General, were acquaint; therefore it was high 
treaſon. But Six Harry was clearly innocent. He plead- 
ed, It was no holding of intelligence againſt the ordinance; 
it was only to diſcover the reſt of the plot of Oxford; it 
was to communicate to the committee for the plot, to the 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, to the Scots commit, 
ſioners, and, which was better, the ordinance, however 
conceived, to be paſſed both Houſes; yet, by the cunning 
of ſome Lords, it was not booked by the clerk of the 
Houſe of Lords, and ſo not binding: but, which was beſt 


of all, Sir Harry prevented the General, 'atiq” before he 


moved in the higher houſe, he reported in the lower all 
the matter; who were ſo well pleaſed with all his proceeds 
ings, that they ordained thanks to be given him for that 
ſervice. Sir Philip Stapleton, Mr Hollis, and others, of 
the General's party, would then gladly have been at an 
end of that bufinefs': but the others were not ſo ſimple ;
